football  field,  was  dedicated.  In 
honor  of  their  40th  reunion  and  as 
a  tribute  to  a  nationally  ranked 
SJC  sport  without  a  home  track, 
the  class  set  out  to  raise  $200,000 
for  their  honor  class  gift.  In  April 
2000,  ground-breaking  ceremo¬ 
nies  were  held,  and  in  September, 
class  members  spanned  the  lanes 
of  a  state  of  the  art  track  complex, 
with  smiles  upon  their  faces  that 
expressed  a  true  feeling  of 
“victory.”  The  Class  of  1960  and 


other  supporters  handily 
“hurdled”  the  $200,000  goal  by 
reaching  $216,000— with  hopes  of 
those  numbers  continuing  to 
climb.  Additional  funds  are 
needed  and  will  be  used  to 
enhance  the  complex  with  lights, 
bleachers,  a  storage  facility,  and  a 
fully  automatic  timing  system.

organization,  and/or  SJC.  This 
year’s  recipient  is  Judge  Joseph 
N.  Monnin  ‘77.  Judge  Monnin 
graduated  with  highest  honors 
from  SJC.  He  received  a  Law 
Degree  from  Villanova  University 
in  1980.  Admitted  to  the  practice 
of  law  in  1980,  Judge  Monnin 
began  a  private  practice  in  the 
state  of  Ohio.  He  has  served  on 
the  U.S.  District  Court  and  the 
Supreme  Court  of  Ohio.  In  1982, 
Judge  Monnin  began  teaching 
law  at  Clark  State  Community 
College,  a  position  he  still  holds 
today.  From  1990-1994,  he  was  a 
senior  Partner  in  the  private  law 
practice  of  Monnin,  Wilson,  and 
Kerchansky.  Since  1995,  Judge 
Monnin  became  the  Judge  of 
Clark  County  Common  Pleas 
Court  in  Domestic  and  Juvenile 
Relations. 

Judge  Monnin  has  been  active  in 
his  community,  especially  with 
kids.  He  is  a  graduate  of  the 
Springfield/Clark  County  Leader¬ 
ship  Academy.  He  has  been 
involved  with  the  Holy  Trinity 
School  Board,  the  St.  Mary’s 


Parish  Board,  the  Mental  Health 
Services  Board  (President,  ‘91- 
’94)  and  the  Elderly  United 
Advisory  Board.  He  has  also 
worked  with  St.  Vincent  DePaul 
since  1990,  coached  CYO  since 
1982  and  been  part  of  Big 
Brothers/Big  Sisters  since  1980, 
including  being  named  Big 
Brother  of  the  Year  in  1986.  Joe 
and  his  wife  Deborah  have  four 
children,  Abigail,  Theodore, 
Sebastian  and  Veronica. 

The  second  recipient  of  the 
Alumni  Achievement  Award  is  Lt. 
Col.  Timothy  Kirkbride  ‘77.  Lt. 
Col.  Kirkbride  has  given  over  20 
years  of  his  life  to  the  U.S. 
Military.  Since  his  1977  gradua¬ 
tion  from  SJC,  Tim  went  into  the 
Air  Force.  By  June  of  1979,  he 
was  the  Logistics  Plans/Programs 
Officer  and  received  an  Air  Force 
Commendation  Medal  while 
stationed  at  Mather  AFB  in 
California.  While  at  Aviono  AFB 
in  Italy  from  1982-85,  Kirkbride 
was  the  Installation  Mobility 
Officer/COB  Officer.  There  he 
received  an  Air  Force  Meritorious 
Service  Medal.  In  1985-86,  he 
received  a  citation  of  Apprecia¬ 
tion  from  the  General  Electric 
Company  for  developing  a 
comprehensive  export-licensing 
plan  to  ship  critical  parts  and 
equipment  in  support  of  GE’s 
joint  venture  to  build  jet  engines 
in  Turkey.  From  there,  Kirkbride 
moved  to  Langley  AFB  in  Virginia 
where  he  was  the  Chief  South¬ 
west  Asia  Prepositioning  Program 
Manager.  He  later  became  Force 
Modernization  Branch  Chief  and 
developed  the  logistics  program 
plan  that  integrated  the  F-117A 
stealth  fighter  into  the  Tactical 
Air  Force.  In  August  1990, 
Kirkbride  was  assigned  to  the 
U.S.  Embassy  in  Bahrain  and 


played  a  major  role  in  managing 
the  Bahrain  Defense  Force  sales 
program  and  conducting  an 
accelerated  training  program  that 
allowed  Bahrain  to  be  a  full 
participating  partner  in  the 
coalition  air  campaign  against 
Iraq.  He  received  numerous 
awards  for  his  work  during  Desert 
Shield/Storm.  Since  then, 
Kirkbride  has  gone  on  to  serve  in 
numerous  high  capacity  posi¬ 
tions.  In  England  he  has  worked 
with  NATO.  He  served  as  an 
International  Program  Manager  in 
the  Cooperative  Threat  Reduction 
Program  and  since  June  of  this 
year,  he  has  served  as  Com¬ 
mander  of  the  USAF  sustainment 
efforts  in  support  of  the  $9  billion 
RSAF  F-15  Peace  Sun  Program.

CareerFest 

As  the  school  year  flies  by, 
graduating  seniors  inch  closer  to 
a  major  milestone:  finding  a  job 
and  entering  the  real  world.  In 
the  meantime,  freshmen,  sopho¬ 
mores,  and  juniors  are  busy 
thinking  about  prospective 
summer  jobs  or  internships.  The 
annual  CareerFest  is  one  way  the 
Career  Center  at  Saint  Joseph’s 
College  can  assist  students  in 
deciding  the  right  path  to  take. 

The  CareerFest  allows  students 
to  meet  with  employers  on  a 
personal  level  and  talk  with  them 
about  choosing  a  major,  enhanc¬ 
ing  their  major,  career  options, 
internships,  co-op  programs, 
summer  and  permanent  jobs. 

This  event  is  free  to  the  Saint 
Joseph’s  student  and  is  open  to 
all  interested  students,  not  just 
graduating  seniors. 

Job  fairs,  such  as  the  CareerFest, 
are  becoming  a  common  means  of 
entry-level  recruiting.  For  the 
corporate  recruiter,  they  offer  an 
opportunity  to  meet  with  the 
highest  possible  number  of 
prospective  employees  in  the 
shortest  possible  time.  Job  fairs 
also  benefit  the  students,  who  are 
provided  with  a  “freebie” 
opportunity  to  meet  with  hiring 
companies  in  their  field,  in 
addition  to  providing  an  introduc¬ 
tory  interviewing  experience  in  a 
non-threatening  atmosphere. 

CareerFest  2001  will  be  held 
Tuesday,  January  23rd  in  the 
Halleck  Center  Ballroom.  We 
anticipate  70  companies  partici¬ 
pating  who  have  full-time  and 
internship  positions  for  college 
students.  The  CareerFest  student 
board  has  identified  companies 
they  would  like  to  have  attend. 

We  realize  that  there  are  many 
quality  companies  whom  we  may 


not  know  about  that  have  opportu¬ 
nities  for  students.  If  your  company 
is  interested  in  attending,  call 
Career  Center  Director  Barb 
Robertson  at  219-866-61 16  for 
more  information. 

This  year  the  CareerFest  is 
organized  in  part  by  a  student 
board  which  is  composed  of 
juniors  and  seniors  who  represent 
different  majors.  With  the 
leadership  and  guidance  of 
Robertson  and  the  Career  Center 
staff,  these  students  will  decide 
which  companies  will  attend  the 
job  fair  and  will  contact  company 
representatives.  We  expect  that 
an  active  student  board  will  make 
this  year’s  CareerFest  a  success. 


The  Alumni  Career  Network 
offers  our  alumni  an  opportunity 
to  provide  career-related  advice 
to  prospective  and  current 
students  as  well  as  to  other 
alumni.  Our  alumni  play  a  key 
role  is  helping  students  explore 
career  options,  search  for 
internship  and  full-time  opportu¬ 


nities,  and  investigate  graduate  and 
professional  school  options. 

The  Career  Development  office  is 
working  to  get  alumni  career 
profiles  set  up  as  a  searchable  on¬ 
line  database.  The  database  will 
be  searchable  by  major,  year 
graduated,  company,  industry, 
profession,  or  geography. 

Students  can  then  view  career 
profiles  and  choose  those  that  are 
similar  to  their  career  aspirations. 

Since  the  size  of  our  campus 
limits  on-campus  interviewing 
opportunities,  the  Career  Network 
becomes  an  important  source  for 
students.  Many  companies 
promote  the  use  of  alumni 
networks  where  the  company 
does  not  do  on-campus  recruit¬ 
ing.

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SJC  Graduates  Pick  Up  the  Pen 


Causland's  Memoir  Responds  to 
Misconceptions  about  World  War  II 


In  an  effort  to  correct  misconcep¬ 
tions  about  America’s  involve¬ 
ment  in  World  War  II,  Robert 
Causland,  a  1943  graduate  of 
Saint  Joseph’s  College,  has 
written  his  memoir,  A  Tale  to 
Tell — A  Time  to  Remember.  “I 
have  read  so  many  wrong  things 
about  World  War  II  and  the 
Depression  era,”  he  says.  “I 
wanted  to  write  something  that 
was  truthful  because  it  was  based 
on  my  experiences.” 

The  memoir’s  prologue  expresses 
his  desire  to  communicate  the 
things  he  has  learned  to  his 
family.  “I  have  written  [this 
autobiography]  primarily  for  the 
edification  of  my  children  and  my 
children’s  children,”  it  reads.  “Of 
the  many  lessons  to  be  learned 
from  these  memories,  1  believe  the 
greatest  of  these  is  generosity

Saint  Joseph’s  College  alumnus 
Norbert  Krapf  ‘65  celebrates  the 
publication  of  his  latest  book  of 
poetry,  Bittersweet  Along  the 
Expressway:  Poems  of  Long 
Island ,  published  by  Waterline 
Books.  Krapf’s  book  about  Long 
Island  completes  a  trilogy  about 
places  that  includes  Somewhere 
in  Southern  Indiana:  Poems  of 
Midwestern  Origins  (1993)  and 


and  the  willingness  to  sacrifice 
one’s  self  for  the  good  of  the 
family  and  the  needs  of  our 
country.” 

Causland  served  in  the  Navy  from 
1 943  to  1 946,  and  the  memoir 
provides  a  detailed  account  of 
these  years.  Friends  of  Saint 
Joseph’s  College  will  love  reading 
Causland’s  memoir  for  the  ways 
in  which  College  history  and 
national  history  intermingle.  He 
recounts,  for  instance,  the  War’s 
effect  on  the  campus:  “The  class 
of ‘43  came  to  St.  Joe  some  120 
strong — and  we  graduated  about 
20  men.  The  War  had  already 
taken  its  toll.  Father  Falter,  a 
professor  of  economics,  volun¬ 
teered  as  an  Army  Chaplain  and 
during  this  year  of  my  graduation 
was  killed  in  the  North  African 
operation.”

The  memoir  also  traces 
Causland’s  childhood,  spent  in  an 
Irish  Catholic  neighborhood  in 
the  South  side  of  Chicago,  and 
his  years  at  Saint  Joseph’s  before 
the  War.  The  years  after  the  war 
are  not  discussed  at  length  in  the 
memoir,  but  Causland’s  relation¬ 
ship  with  Saint  Joseph’s  contin-

Krapf  Publishes  Volume  of  Poems 
about  Long  Island

“It  feels  good  to  have  these  three 
related  collections  of  poems,  on 
which  I  was  working  simulta¬ 
neously  since  the  early  1970s, 
complete  and  in  print”  says 
Krapf,  who  has  written  or  edited 
seventeen  books,  eleven  of  them 
volumes  of  his  poems.  A  winner 
of  the  Lucille  Medwick  Memorial 
Award  from  the  Poetry  Society  of 
America,  Krapf  has  directed  the 
C.W.  Post  Poetry  Center  since 
1985  and  recently  received  a 
trustee’s  award  for  lifetime 
achievement  in  scholarship  from 
Long  Island  University. 

Krapf  visited  Rensselaer  in 
August  to  read  from  his  new 


collection.  At  the  reading,  John 
Groppe,  Professor  of  English  at 
Saint  Joseph’s  College  and  friend 
of  Krapf,  introduced  the  poet  by 
commenting  on  his  interest  in 
places.  “Places  for  Norb  are  not 
just  names  on  a  map,”  he  said. 
“They  are  possibilities  for 
encounters.  They  are  places 
where  we  encounter  the  natural 
life  .  .  .  but  also  people.  They  are 
places  for  revelation.  The 
revelation  of  social  history,  but 
also  the  revelation  of  spiritual 
history.” 

While  an  undergraduate  at  Saint 
Joseph’s  College,  where  he 
studied  with  Professor  Groppe, 
Krapf  told  a  classmate  he  thought 
he  could  write  poetry  if  he  moved 
East.  By  moving  East,  he  says,  “I

ued  when  he  returned  to  the  U.S. 
He  enrolled  at  Saint  Joseph’s  in 
1946  with  his  new  wife,  Gene,  for 
a  year  of  refresher  courses. 

Robert  and  Gene’s  participation 
in  campus  life  as  a  married  couple 
was  unique  at  Saint  Joseph’s  at 
that  time.  Gene  was  one  of  the 
first  female  students  at  the  College, 
and  Robert  was  the  first  student  to 
undertake  postgraduate  work  at 
SJC.  The  Causlands  remained 
longtime  friends  of  the  College, 
and  both  received  Honorary 
Degrees  from  Saint  Joseph’s  in 
1 992  for  being  “exemplary  role 
models  in  the  pursuit  of  Christian 
principles.” 

Gene  and  Robert’s  brother, 
Richard,  passed  away  earlier  this 
year.  When  asked  how  he  would 
like  Gene  and  Richard  to  be 
remembered,  Robert  pauses  and 
says  that  he  carries  with  him 
many  memories  of  the  both  of 
them,  but  that  “it’s  really  the 
funny  things  that  stick  with  you.” 
He  recalls,  for  instance,  the  low 
profile  Gene  initially  had  to  keep 
while  she  held  a  job  at  the 
College.  “At  that  time  women 
were  not  a  part  of  the  overall 
organization,  so  her  office  was 
hidden  in  a  tiny  room  behind  the 
kitchen.  The  smell  of  the  food 
was  enough  to  drive  her  crazy!” 

When  thinking  back  on  his  life 
now,  Causland  remembers  the 
places  he  has  visited,  including 
China,  Korea,  Taiwan,  and 
Europe.  He  has  recently  been 
spending  time  with  his  children, 
even  travelling  to  Scotland  to  be 
the  best  man  in  his  son’s  wed¬ 
ding,  which  he  calls  “a  storybook 
thing.”  All  in  all,  Causland  is 
quick  to  say,  “it’s  been  a  marvel¬ 
ous  life.”

thought  1  would  have  something 
‘sophisticated’  to  write  about.” 
As  it  turns  out,  he  wrote  about 


his  rural  Indiana  and  German 
origins  for  the  first  three  years 
that  he  lived  in  Long  Island. 

The  first  poem  in  the  new 
collection  was  the  first  that  Krapf 
wrote  about  Long  Island. 
“Arriving  on  Paumanok”  is  a  view 
of  the  island  from  an  outsider’s 
perspective:  “A  Midwesterner,  an 
inlander,  /  a  lover  of  the  interior,  / 
arrives  on  Long  Island,”  it  begins. 
Krapf  says  this  was  a  “break¬ 
through  poem.”  “After  I  wrote 
this  poem,  a  lot  of  Long  Island 
poems  came  to  me  quickly.  I  seem 
to  write  poems  in  groups  and 
clusters.” 

Krapf  calls  “Arriving  on 
Paumanok,”  a  “sound  poem.”  It 
is  based  on  the  Native  American 
names  for  the  places  that  are 
plentiful  on  Long  Island,  and  the 
sounds  of  these  names  make 
“gorgeous  music,”  says  Krapf. 
“The  sounds  and  spirits  of  the 
Island  past  helped  me  feel  at 
home  there,”  he  says. 

Bittersweet,  which  is  divided  into 
four  sections,  has  an  overall 
narrative  design.  The  poems  tell 
the  story  of  the  author’s  move  to 
Long  Island  from  a  German 
community  in  the  Midwest;  his 
settling  in  Roslyn,  where  poet 
William  Cullen  Bryant  lived  at  his 
Cedarmere  estate;  his  and  his 
wife’s  adoption  of  two  Colombian 
infants  in  the  early  1980s;  and 
their  participation  in  these 
children’s  growth  and  develop¬ 
ment. 

Bittersweet  also  includes  tributes 
to  a  number  of  important  authors. 
Walt  Whitman  and  William  Cullen 
Bryant,  about  whose  work  the 
author  edited  a  collection  of 
writings  called  Under  Open  Sky, 
figure  prominently  in  the  collec¬ 
tion.  Several  contemporary 
American  poets,  including 
Richard  Wilbur,  and  the  late 
William  Stafford,  James  Wright, 
and  David  Ignatow,  who  lived  in

Nesselrode  Takes  WPUM 
into  the  Digital  Age 

Last  March,  Sally  Nesselrode 
helped  students  take  WPUM-FM 
(90.5  Puma  Rock)  into  the  digital 
age  by  streaming  its  on-air  signal 
on  the  internet.  At  that  time,  the 
40+  station  DJs  learned  how  to 
use  software  called  Wavestation. 
This  program  allows  DJs  to  pre¬ 
select,  stack,  and  play  spots  with 
a  click  of  a  mouse  button.  Now, 
except  for  the  music,  everything 
the  listener  hears  on  WPUM  is 
played  on  a  computer. 

Nesselrode  is  also  working  with 
the  FCC  to  find  a  clear  frequency 
so  that  WPUM  can  increase  its 
power  from  10  to  1000  watts. 
Nesselrode  says  the  radio  station 
is  keeping  current  with  technol¬ 
ogy  just  as  fast,  if  not  faster,  than 
other  college  radio  stations. 

Berger  Calls  Hit  T.V.  Series 
Survivor  a  "Game  Show" 

Fred  Berger  described  the  hit 
television  series  Survivor  as  a 
“game  show”  when  he  partici¬ 
pated  in  a  symposium  called 
“Surviving  Survivor:  A  Sympo¬ 
sium  on  the  Impact  of  Reality  TV 
on  American  Culture.”  The 
symposium  was  held  at 
Benedictine  University  in  Lisle, 
Illinois  on  September  6,  and  was 
sponsored  by  the  University’s 
Office  of  Special  Events.  The 
symposium  was  held  two  nights 
before  a  scheduled  visit  by 
Survivor  cast  members  Sean 
Kenniff,  Susan  Hawk,  Kelly 
Wiglesworth,  Gretchen  Cordy  and 
Rudy  Boesch. 

"What  I  tried  to  do  during  the 
panel  was  to  draw  a  distinction 
between  ‘entertainment’  and 
'reality,”’  says  Berger.  “My 
evaluation  of  the  program  is  that 
it  was  a  game  show,  with  contes¬ 
tants  selected  for  their  strong 
personalities,  with  an  exotic 


locale,  valuable 
prizes,  and  an 
engaging  host. 

That  describes 
most  successful 
game  shows. 

What  Survivor 
added  was  the 
soap  opera  twist 
of  having 
thirteen  weeks 
of  these  folks 
trying  to  figure 
out  how  to  win 
the  game.”

Fred  Berger  and  Sally  Nesselrode 
recently  returned  from  Holly¬ 
wood,  where  they  were  involved 
in  The  Media  Workshops,  a 
program  designed  to  orient  high 
school  and  college  students  to 
the  American  media  business.

Columbian  Theater,  like  Saint 
Joseph’s  College’s  own 
Columbian  Players,  is  named 
after  Chicago's  Columbian 
Exposition  of  the  1 890s,  and  is  the 
home  theater  of  a  troupe  of 
professional  and  semiprofes¬ 
sional  actors.  These  actors, 
along  with  some  additional  local 
enthusiasts,  were  Rahe’s  stu¬ 
dents  for  eight  weeks.

Theme  of  Building 
Celebrates 
Master  Plan 

At  the  August  24,  2000  Academic 
Convocation,  President  Shannon 
introduced  this  year’s  theme,  "the 
builder  of  all  things  is  God,"  from 
Hebrews  3:4.  The  theme  reflects 
the  enthusiasm  on  campus  about 
the  College's  Facilities  Master 
Plan,  designed  in  1999  to  guide 
the  growth  of  the  physical 
campus  for  the  next  decade. 

As  students  arrived  on  campus 
this  fall,  they  were  greeted  with 


some  tangible  signs  of  the  Master 
Plan’s  materialization.  The 
Residential  Suites  had  been 
completed,  as  had  the  new 
Fitness  Center.  Gallagher  and 
Halas  Residence  Halls  had 
undergone  extensive  renovations. 
Work  had  begun  on  two  new 
dugouts  at  the  softball  field  and 
preparations  were  being  made  for 
the  Michael  J.  Vallone  Class  of 
1960  Track  and  Field  Complex.

Master  Plan  Wins 
Design  Award 

In  1999  Saint  Joseph's  College 
and  the  Indianapolis  architectural 
firm  The  InterDesign  Group 
developed  a  facilities  plan  to 
guide  the  physical  growth  and 
development  of  the  Saint 
Joseph's  College  campus  over  the 
next  10  years.  That  plan,  adopted 
by  the  Board  of  Trustees  in 
January  2000  and  now  called  the 
Facilities  Master  Plan,  received  a 
design  award  this  month  from  the 
American  Society  of  Landscape 
Architects. 

InterDesign  architect  Bill 
Moldenhauer,  who  has  himself 
served  as  a  judge  for  similar 
awards,  explains  that  when 
evaluating  an  architectural 
design,  judges  consider  the 
mission  of  the  project  and  its 
success  in  problem  solving.  In 
the  case  of  the  Master  Plan,  "it 
was  a  priority  for  the  Board  of  the 
College  to  fix  certain  problems 
with  the  campus.  The  judges, 
therefore,  look  to  see  what  the 
campus  looks  like  right  now. 

Then  they  look  at  the  plan  and 
ask  'Did  they  fix  it?  Did  they 
accomplish  what  they  said  they 
were  going  to  accomplish?"' 

In  collaboration  with  the  College 
Master  Plan  committee, 
InterDesign  identified  key 
campus  concerns,  including  an 
improved  campus  image,  pedes¬ 
trian  safety,  increased  community 
involvement,  renovation  of 
housing  and  academic  facilities, 
creation  of  additional  housing 
and  academic  facilities  with  a 
clearer  distinction  between 
housing  and  academic  areas, 
increased  parking,  and  upgraded 
sports  facilities.  InterDesign  and 
the  College  committee  worked

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together  to  develop  an  overall  (Master  Plan  cont.)  campus  plan  that  would  address  each  of  these  concerns. 
"It's  a  very  successful  Master  Plan  in  process,"  Moldenhauer  says. 

The  award  comes  at  a  time  when  enthusiasm  about  the  Master  Plan  is  high  on  Saint  Joseph's  College 
campus.  The  first  steps  of  the  Plan  have  materialized  with  the  construction  of  Residential  Suites,  the 
renovation  of  Residence  Halls,  the  production  of  a  new  Track,  and  the  restoration  of  stained  glass  windows 
in  the  College  Chapel.  Moldenhauer  notes  that  enthusiasm  for  the  project  was  high  even  in  the  planning 
stages,  however,  and  that  the  Facilities  Master  Plan  project  has  been  uniquely  rewarding  as  a  result.  In  the 
Master  Plan's  Project  Narrative  he  writes,  "As  the  consultant,  it  was  gratifying  to  see  clients  so  totally 
committed  to,  involved  in,  and  knowledgeable  of  a  project,  that  they  actually  'owned'  the  Plan."  "It  is  truly 
the  College's  Master  Plan,"  he  says.

Academic  All-District 
Football  Team 

Two  members  of  the  2000  SJC 
football  team  were  named  to  the 
2000  Verizon  Academic  All- 
District  V  College  Division 
Football  Team.  These  two 
student-athletes  are  Varon 
Cantrell  (Sr,  WR,  5-11,  184, 
Indianapolis,  lN/Broad  Ripple) 
and  Tim  Flagg  (Sr,  LB,  6- 1 , 220, 
Crawfordsville,  IN/North  Mont¬ 
gomery).  This  is  the  second 
consecutive  year  that  two  Puma 
football  players  were  named  to 
the  Academic  all-District  V  Team.

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Erich  Hitzeman  '00  attempts  a  field  goal  in  the 
1999  Pumas'  Homecoming  12-0  win  over  Malone 
Hitzeman  finished  his  career  as  SJC’s  all-time 
leader  in  scoring  with  258  points  as  he  connected 
on  41  field  goals  and  135  points  after  touchdowns 
including  an  SJC  career-long  54-yarcls  at  Wayne 
State ,  MI. 


Football 

Going  into  their  last  game  at 
Georgetown,  KY  on  November 
1 1th,  the  Puma  football  team  was 
2-7  with  their  two  victories  over 
Quincy  (47-15)  and  NCAA 
Division  I-AA  Valparaiso  (34-23). 
Saint  Joseph’s  rushing  offense  is 
currently  27th  in  the  nation 
averaging  212.2  yards  per  game 
with  three  Pumas  with  over  300 
yards  rushing  in  Rickey  McCray, 
Lewis  Scott,  and  Desmond 
Fletcher.  Varon  Cantrell  is  tied  for 
15th  in  the  nation  in  punt  returns 
with  a  16  yard  average.  The  Puma 
‘D’  has  forced  22  turnovers 
including  12  interceptions  (3  by 
Rico  Epps)  while  Tim  Flagg  leads 
the  defense  with  91  total  tackles. 
For  his  efforts  in  the  Pumas’  47-15 
victory  over  Quincy,  Flagg  was 
named  Don  Hansen’s  National 
Football  Weekly  Gazette  Defen¬ 
sive  Player  of  the  Week.  Flagg 
registered  20  total  tackles  of 
which  three  were  tackles  for  loss 
of  four  yards. 

Tennis 

Women's  tennis  finished  their 
2000  campaign  with  a  1-12  record. 
The  Pumas  also  finished  in  8th 
place  in  the  GLVC.  In  singles,  the 


Pumas  were  led  by 
Kristin  Kinnaman  and 
Kim  Riccardo  each 
with  a  4-7  record. 

Cross  Country 

The  Puma  men 
finished  in  10th  place 
out  of  20  teams  at  the 
NCAA  Division  II 
Great  Lakes  Regionals. 
The  Puma  men 
finished  the  regular 
season  with  a  55-33 
record,  which  the  55 
wins  is  a  school 
record.  Senior  Jared 
Weller,  who  was  the 
Pumas'  top  finisher  in 
all  but  one  race,  led  SJC’s  men  all 
season.  Weller’s  top  finish  was 
his  9th  place  finish  at  the  Little 
State  Intercollegiates  on  Septem¬ 
ber  15th  at  Bloomington,  Indiana. 
The  only  other  senior  on  this 
year’s  Puma  men’s  squad  was 
Derek  Serna.  Serna’s  best  finish 
was  his  36th  place  finish  at  the 
Benedictine  University  Invita¬ 
tional  on  October  6th  in  Lisle, 
Illinois. 

The  women’s  team  finished  in 
1 5th  place  out  of  1 8  teams  in  the 
Regionals.  SJC’s  women  finished 
their  season  with  the  most 
victories  in  a  season  at  SJC  with  a 
69-20  mark.  Freshman  Alexis 
Virtue  led  SJC  in  every  race  but 
two  (Taylor  and  Regionals).  Her 
highest  finish  was  her  third  place 
at  the  Benedictine  University 
Invitational  (October  6th).  The 
other  freshman  on  the  2000 
Puma’s  women’s  team  was  Jaymi 
Hartzler.  Hartzler’s  best  finish  this 
season  was  her  8th  place  finish  at 
Benedictine. 

Soccer 

SJC  Puma  men’s  soccer  team 
finished  their  2000  season  with  a 
7-10-1  overall  record  and  a  5-6

Great  Lakes  Valley  Conference 
record.  The  Pumas,  under  the 
direction  of  first-year  head  coach 
Rob  Burns,  tied  for  seventh  place 
in  the  GLVC  with  the  University 
of  Indianapolis.  If  the  Pumas  had 
defeated  Indianapolis,  they  would 
have  advanced  to  the  seven-team 
Great  Lakes  Valley  Conference 
Tournament. 

SJC  Puma  women’s  soccer 
finished  their  2000  campaign  with 
a  2-0  loss  to  Missouri-St.  Louis  in 
the  first  round  of  the  GLVC 
Tournament.  The  Pumas,  under 
the  direction  of  second-year  head 
coach  Camie  Bechtold,  finished 
the  2000  season  with  a  7-1 1-1 
overall  record  and  a  6-5  confer¬ 
ence  record,  which  placed  them 
sixth  in  the  Great  Lakes  Valley 
Conference.  SJC  scored  20  goals 
this  season  in  their  19  matches 
while  giving  up  25.  Senior 
midfielder  Cathy  Cox  led  the 
scoring  for  the  Pumas  with  7 
goals  while  adding  two  assists  for 
a  team  high  16  points. 

Volleyball 

The  Pumas’  women’s  volleyball 
team  ended  their  2000  season 
with  three  straight  victories 
including  a  pair  of  GLVC  wins 
over  #12  Northern  Kentucky  and 
Indianapolis.  With  those  two 
victories,  Saint  Joseph’s  College 
volleyball  team,  under  the 
direction  of  first-year  head  coach 
Greg  Reitz,  ended  their  season 
with  a  12-18  overall  record  and  a 
3-13  Great  Lakes  Valley  Confer¬ 
ence  record,  which  placed  them  in 
sixth  in  the  GLVC  Blue  Division. 
SJC  started  the  season  with  a  7-3 
record  after  clinching  the  conso¬ 
lation  championship  at  the 
Ashland  University  Huntington 
Bank  Classic  in  September. 
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Tennis 

Coach  John  Barrientos  hopes  to 
make  2001  a  lot  better  than  2000  in 
Puma  men’s  tennis.  “We  will  be 
considerably  better  than  last 
year’s  team,”  said  Barrientos. 
“With  the  three  new  freshman 
and  the  returnees  gaining 
experience,  I  look  for  us  to 
contend  to  finish  in  the  top  eight 
in  the  GLVC  to  qualify  for  the 
tournament  in  April,”  added 
Barrientos.

The  Fady 
Pumas  are  coming  off  a  13-33 
season  and  a  7-15  record  in  the 
conference.  “I  am  looking  for  us 
to  go  out  and  win  every  game,” 
said  Wilkins.  “We  need  to  instill 
a  winning  attitude  here  in  Lady 
Puma  softball  and  we  need  to 
teach  the  girls  how  to  win.”

Ernest  Watson,  Director  of  Security  at  Saint  Joseph's  College,  says  that  the  Security  staff  tries  keep  SJC 
campus  safe  by  keeping  lines  of  communication  open  with  the  students.  "We  encourage  students  to  call 
us  when  they  have  a  concern,"  he  says.  "We  also  offer  programs  about  safety  in  the  residence  halls. 
During  occasions  like  Women's  History  Month,  we  host  speakers  who  address  women's  safety  and  offer 
programs  in  self-defense."  Watson's  staff  generates  flyers  listing  preventative  measures  students  can 
take  against  harassment  and  theft.

Sophomore  Akyla  Caitlin  says  that  she  feels  "very  safe"  on  campus.  She  notes  female  students'  recent 
concern  about  a  local  man  who  was  concealing  a  car,  allegedly  containing  pornographic  materials,  on 
campus.  This  incident  was  quickly  reported  to  local  police  and  the  car  was  removed  from  campus.  Caitlin 
says  that  this  incident  was  an  oddity.  "That  is  the  only  time  I've  ever  questioned  my  safety  on  this 
campus,"  Caitlin  says.  "I  feel  very  safe  here." 

Watson's  staff  fosters  this  sense  of  security  by  escorting  students  to  and  from  classes  at  night.  "If  a 
student  is  concerned  about  walking  home  after  dark,  they  can  call  us.  We  will  pick  them  up  and  take  them 
right  to  their  hall,"  he  says. 

Watson  suggests  that  some  of  the  theft  that  occurs  on  campus  happens,  ironically,  because  students  do 
feel  safe.  "They  get  careless  with  their  property,"  he  says.  He  relates  a  story  about  a  student  who  left  his 
laptop  out  in  a  public  area  while  he  went  to  the  cafeteria  for  lunch.  When  the  student  discovered  that  his 
computer  had  been  stolen,  he  told  Watson  he  "just  didn't  think  anyone  would  take  it." 

Watson's  staff  works  to  increase  student  awareness  about  the  potential  of  petty  theft  and  other  crimes. 

He  encourages  students  to  take  steps  toward  crime  prevention.  "I  tell  them,  'Campus  is  as  safe  as  you 
make  it.'"  The  statistics  would  indicate  that  students  at  Saint  Joseph's  have  taken  that  message  to  heart.
